The President Lectured. 
WasHIncTon, Nov, 26. 
The Postmaster and Assistant Post- 
master avho were removed Saturday 
by the President for alleged sympa- 
thy with the Star Routers, have ad- 
dressed the tollowing to the President: 


Mr. PreEsipent — Sir: Learning 
through the public press for the first 
time that by your order we have 
been removed from the _ positions 
of Postmaster and Assistant Post- 
master of this city on the ground 
that we have been guilty of miscon- 
duct as,officers of the Government, 
which allegations are false in every 
particular and damaging to us, we 
avail ourselves of this early opportu- 
nity to bring the matter to your atten- 
tion, in case said reports are authentic, 
and asking of you that before you 
finally confirm this alleged action you 
will suspend such summary proceed- 
ure until the matter can be thoroughly 
investigated by a commission, or by 
any fair method your wisdom may 
suggest, to arrive at a just and correct 
conclusion. The charges against Tid- 
ball, late Government Office Inspector, 
to which Bliss alludes in his letter 
to you, were met with more than 
a year ago, and explained to the 
satisfaction of the department. As to 
the change that we, directly or indi- 
rectly. interfered with the so-called 
star route cases we deny. As to the 
correspondent of Mr. Ainger in his 
home paper, it was simply the sub- 
stance of what was stated by the court 
from the bench at the time and was 
reflected as a matter of news only. 
While we do not question your right 
to assign as a cause for such suspension 
and removal conduct and action 
alike damaging and injurious to us 
as public officers and _ honorable 
men’ without giving us opportunity 
to be heard. You must be aware that 
these reflections, which are virtually 
slanders upon our character, receiving 
the official sanction of your high of- 
fice, leave no other course than this 
application and appeal to your sense 
of right and justice. As officers we 
willingly yield, but to the aspersions 
on our character we enter a respectful 
but earnest protest. Very respecttul-

The Wreck of a Millionaire. 
New York, Nov. 27.

He was for- 
merly a millionaire and a man whose 
operations set the stock exchange in 
an uproar, and influenced speculation 
all over the country. He has become 
an utter wreck physically as well as 
financially. In the days of his pros- 
perity his speculative schemes were 
on the scale of those of Vanderbilt 
and Danie! Drew, and he delt in shares 
by the 100,000. Now he is little bet- 
ter than a beggar, and the police say 
he is rarely seen sober.

At the regimental shooting of the 
Reno Guard yesterday, the stuffed 
club was won by Asa Dawson after a 
hard-fought battle with Joho F. Alex- 
ander and Seymour Bryant. Mr. 
Dawson has been considered one of 
the best shots in the company for 
several months. It is said that he has 
practiced all summer without saying 
much about it, waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to show the boys what he could 
do. Yesterday Asa, dressed tio in 
full company uniform, even to the 
white plume, shouldered his Spring- 
field and marched to the range, firm 
in the belief that the first prize be- 
longed to him. When his name was 


called the crack shots of the company 
trembled with fear to think that the 
honor of making the best score would 
shortly fall to Dawson and they would 
no longer be the leaders at the range. 
Each member was entitled to two 
“sighting shots,” and Dawson claimed 
them. The first shot he unbuttoned 
his blue coat, put the butt of his rifle 
firmly to his shoulder, took careful 
sight and fired, and, as was expected 
by those who knew him best, missed 
the board entirely. The result of the 
next shot was 4 duplicate of the first. 


Asa tried to explain how he had 


greased his rifle with tallow, in the 
hope that the company would still 
have confidence io his skill.

A grand mineral domain is being 
opened up, and in a few years it will 
be the most prosperous section of 
Nevada. The Carson & Colorado road 
is the great factor in the grand im- 
provement. Four years ago most of 
the country through which the C. & C. 
now runs was the most God-forsaken 
region in the world. Now there is a 
chain of thrifty camps for more thana 
hundred miles, that will develop into 
lively towns before many months.
